Bu g Come to London walking in the ſtreets Moneyleſs; Know- 
ing not what conrſe to take, I met with one who Inquired 
of me whether 1 wanted Imployment; I anſwer'd yes; he Deſired 
me to. go with him; I willingly Conſented. He Straitway took 


his 
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his way to Poplo. But by the way my friend could not forbear 
calling on his friends in Reſemary-Lane , and Eaſt Smith-field; my 
friend acquainted them , how he had pick't me up; and withall 
deſired-their Company at night, in order to my being Elected in- 
to their Company. 1 hey came about the hour of five in the Even- 
ing; to make merry at my friends houſe; gpd after bouting of 
every one his half Dozſen , they gave me a Nick-name, 1 was 
- immediately put into an Equipage fit for Imployment; he taught 
me to Counterfeit Sores or Clymes according to the term of Art ; 
which with the Aſliſtance of ſome fraternity, 1 had in an hours time 
ſuch a Leg, that I could hardly look upon it: they took unſlak'd 
Lime and Sope mingled , with the Ruſt of old Iron; thoſe mixt 
together they ſpread thick on two peices of Leather, and apply'd 
tomy Leg,binding it on hard: in a ſhort time it fret off the Skin,the 
fleſh apearing raw, then they took Blood and rub'd it over my Leg;

I Obſerved my friend, and 
Rogue dilligently what he did, for my Information : being laid 
down he preſently draws his face into ſeveral forms to ſtir up Com- 
paſſion in thoſe that paſs by,to which he added,a moſt doletull noiſe 
to-this Effet; for Gods ſake ſome tender hearted Chriſtians caft 
through your merciful eyes one pittifull look upon aſore,lame,and 
miſerable wretch ; - beſtow one half-penny or farthing upon him 
that is ready to periſh. &c. I knew not how to tune my Voyce, 
for hearkeningto him, but I did force a tone to ſome Purpoſe:

go before a Juſtice;{ye made me Carry the ſtoln Beef openly; being 
come before his Wokſhip,my Acculation was read, aggravated with 
many iad Circumſtances:the ſad Caſts of my eyes were all the means 
I could uſc in my own Yindication,which the good Jullice preceiy-

' wiſe they may be Aſhamed''to ferye Seven years in handling 
and chooling good fleſh for others,. and at laſt not know how to - 
niake choice of a fine young Plump Juiſie-bit for themſelves. Phe 
Juftice after he had Reproved her.at laſt pretended he had ſome- 
thing to ſay to her which he wouldnot have every one to hear; and © 
carried her znta a withdrawing Room whereſhe ſtay*&not long till 
ſhe Came out and Declared openly,that ſhe would 'never defire more 
Juſtice done her, then: that. geod and juſt' man, as ſhe called him;

It was not time then 
todelay,when 1 had ſo faire an opportunity; the Love of Liberty put 
wings to my feet , ſo that I inſtantly got out of ſight, andleicap- 
ed his Clutches.

I was very diligent in my- Maſters buſineſs never ſtirring any 
- whither without giving him: a- good Account: till ſuch time 
as I got acquaintance with my next - Neighbours man who inſinuated 
| himſelf into my AfﬀeCtions. He and 1 met abroad, one time, 

and drank a pint of wine, he having metsa Tavern where he faid 
theDrawer was his friend,which I found true for we had Sack at the 
price of white-wine: | Admired at it but my Neighbour* Thomas 
told me 1t was frequent, and that heand two or three friends could 
be. drunk for.ſix pence a piece if honeſt Ralph the. Drawer was.in 


the 
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theway., ( and faid he) Comeyou are but a Novice; but if you 
will be Rul'd by me, Ple ſhew youa way to make your ſeven years 
Apprentiſhip ſeem ſhort, for you ſhall live a more Merry Lifethen 
your Maſter. 

I asked how this could be done : He anſwered, IfI would ſwear 
to beſecret and faithfull and become a Brother of their Society 
he would tell me how all this ſhould be performed. I ſoon Con- 
ſented and rejoycing at this my promiſed happineſs, very eager 
I was to have my judgment informed about what was to be done, 
not doubting but in a-little time, to be as forward as the beſt of 
them. And firſt he Informed me that I muſt inſinuate my ſelf into 
the Maids favour ; fo that I might when Occaſion ſerved have the 
Key of the Street-door , of her, or ſhe to fit up for me ; promiſin 
her to make her amends for her kindneſs; which I ſoon did, of.

I preceiving 
her Inclination , made upa Bargain with her, after which I would 
have betaken my ſelf tomy own Bed, but ſhe was not well pleaſed 
with it, for nothihg would Content her, but that we ſhould be 
Bed-fellows. ' 1 conſented: to it , Deſireing her ro go up firſt; tell. 
ing her I would follow her by thattime I thought ſhe was in bed: 
up [ marcht; the ſtairs, as if they had Conſpired our Diſcovery , 
Creak't. Coming up to the higheſt ſtair I raiſed my foot ( forfear 
of making anoiſe ) thinking there had been another ; It made 
ſuch a noiſe that it made the houſe Eccho.

This is a fooliſh Cuſtom 
amongſt ſome ſort of perſpns, to blaze abroad to their friends the 
time when they intend a Journey,and vainly boaſt what a ſum of n:0- 
ny they ſhall carry with them, by which means one friend often- 
times betrayeth another by informing ſome of the Padding Society, 
the Diſcoverer ſharing for giveing notice of the prize : my advice 
to you Is, that you have a ſpecial care of the Hoſtler, Chamberlain, 
and Hoſt himſelf; the two firſt the Theives Commonly Bribe, the 
hoſt many times for Lucre of apart or for to havemoſt of it ſpent 
in his honſe : be ſure you aſſociate with none but ſuch as you find

as they come near you, look full in their faces, if they be Rogues 
they will- turn their faces. If ſo, be ſure to keep at a diſtance,ob- 
ſerve whether their beards and hair of their head agrce in Colour, 
beware of him that rides in a Mountear-Cap,and of ſuch as whiſper

what Charge they have about them : It little,he'l tell them the beſt 
way will be to yield to theſe approaching Perſons,1i they ſhould 
prove Theives, rather then hazard their Lifczbut if it be any thing 
conſiderable he will preſently vow to be true to them, but before 
they have travelled two or three Miles further, a thouſand to one 
but they ſhall overtake two or three more, and, may, be riding 
with atwiſt of Hay inſtead of Boots,it may be with a Bill or Fork,in 
his hand; your new acquaintance it may be will tel] you he will 
make good Sport with that Country fellow,and to tnat Purpoſe 
will ask him many fooliſh queſtions, which the other ſhali anſwer 
as ridiculouſly, to ſpin out time tu] they come to a convenient 
place.

A Ruffer is one, that goes nnder the pretenceof. a maimed Soldi- 
er; he always takes an account of all the Gentlemens houſes, to 
which he refortes, with aliſt in his pocket, of all the old Command: 
ers, which were noted Royaliſts: He ſingles out the heirs of 
ſneh Commanders, and then tels: them a formal'Story, that he had 
the honour to ſerve v# ':2r their worthy father in. ſuch aRedgiment, 
at uchafight; as NVaſeby, Edzhill, Newberry, Marſton Moor ;, Cc. 
_ and in that ſervice he was lamed ; and thus he goes from one to an- 
other. But by the way, if he meets country people coming from 
Market, 'or any others-tnat have any booty, he will not ſtick to: 
ſeiſe- it, though he'be hanged for his pains. 

- If he dwells in the City, then his uſual place to ſtand, is in Z;»-

the denomination of a-Rogue, as Gilts, Shop-lifts, Files,, Bulkers,, 
eve.

They are ſuch as were begotten by very Rognes,ſfuch who haye 
been burnt in the hand, or whipt at theCarts Arle &c. Theſe 
in their Swadling Clouts,are marked for Villains,and arethentaught 
all manner of Roguery. As, 

Firſt to go into Churches or great Crowds, and nim golden But- 
tons off mens Cloaks, and when very little, are taught how to creep 
in at Celler-windows, in the night, to convey out thereat what- 

ever they canfindz and ſomtimes to open the Doot to let in their 
. Crew, to rob the houſe. 


Prig overs of Prancers. 


Are thoſe that ſteal horlſes,' for Prig is to ſteal, and Praxcer is « 
horſe : theſe Rogues ſeldome. go without a light bridle in their 
pockets, and a pad ſaddle in their Breeches. 


Of Palliards or Clapperdogeons. 


Theſe are Beggers-born, who have their Morts in the ſtreets, 
with children of their own or borrowed ones : theſe Jades know how 
to ſcrew their faces, into what pittiful poſture they pleaſe, crying 
for _ lake, beſtow your charity on theſe poor Fatherleſs child- 
ren,&c. - X | 

The Pilliards or Clapperdogeons are thoſe that counterfiet Lame- 
nels. 

In Dorſetſhire, once a year at Wooaberry-hill, their isa fair; and be- 
ing a very conſiderable multitude of Beggers reſort thither, lying 
at the bottom of the hill begging ;, at arch Crack, that had oblery- 
ed what Counterfict Rogues the major part of theſe were, went 
to thetop of the hi, and unpinned the wheel of a Cart, and at the 
brow of the hill which was very high, Crying out to the beggers.

ways they: will not ſtick to heavea booth; that is, rob a booth at 
a fair, or ſome on the Road : Theſe Rogues have learned all their- 
Sea .Terms, ſo that they ottcn cheat thole that have beenat ſea. 


Maumpers. 


Mumpers are both Male and Female, a gentiler ſortof Beggers,. 
they ſcorn to beg for food, .but mony or Cloaths, the mony they. 
Iay out to pamper the gut, and the Cloaths they {cll to re-imburſe 
the pocket : ſomtimes they appear in the habit: of ſome decaye@ 
Gentleman, and then:.he pretends what a great jufferer- he hath: 
been for his Majeſty;ſomtimes he appears with an apronbefore him,. 
anda: Cap on hishead, and begs In the natureof a broken-Trades- 
man; who haveing beena long time ſick, has ſpentall his ſtock;aud! 
now is ſo weak that he cannot work..
